2 of chapter 15 of 24 Victoria, when used 
according to the instructions uocompany- 
ing tho same, shall be dealt with as may 
be ordered by the Minister of Customs in 
each case. Every package of imported 
refined petroleum inspei^tod uliall bo 
legibly marked or stamped in such man- 
ner as the Jlinister of Customs may direct. 
No importotl rufniod petroleum which 
will not stand tho test, whether desigiiat-

the responsibility of self-support; and 
i;hat the enclowments enjoyed by the 
Established Church ought therefore 
to bo now withdrawn, duo rogard be- 
ing had to existing life interests;" al- 
so, that the suecess of the unondowed 
Churches of S(U)tlaiitl is proof that tho 
Establisiied Kirk would not suffer if 
it were thrown upon its own resour- 
ces; that' the continuance of the pre- 
sent connection between Church and 
State affords no security for the na- 
tional religion; and that, in view of 
all tho facts, disestablishment has bo- 
come indispensable. , •■ ■ '
